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SYMPOSIUM ON DENTAL CARIES AS A SOURCE OF SYSTEMIC INFECTION 


From time to time the BULLETIN will present authoritative opinions on 
statements made in dental health literature. That eminent authorities do not 
agree on a statement is evidence that the statement is controversial and 
should not be given to the public as a fact. Such a statement is found in the 
revised pamphlet, "Happy Days with Jack and Joan", which was received by the 
editor of the BULLETIN from the American Dental Association in July, 1942. 
The statement in question is quoted as follows: "The twins asked Uncle Dan 
how their teeth could make them havpy. Uncle Dan said... . ‘Because your 
teeth are free from decay, germs cannot enter your body from them and poison 
your system . . « and because your bodies are not poisoned by tooth decay, you 
are stronger and happier than some of your classmates.'™ 


Believing that this statement was extremely controversial, the editor of 
the BULLETIN invited the opinion of a number of highly respected authorities re- 
garding it. Specifically the question asked of them after quoting the state- 
ment in question was: 


"Is there any scientific evidence to indicate that tooth decay in 
itself serves as a source of infection which may be injurious to 


the body?" 


Replies were received from the following: J.D. Boyd, M.D., University of 
Iowa; Philip Jay, D.D.S., University of Michigan; L.S. Fosdick, PheD-,  North- 
western University; Charles F. Bodecker, D.D.S., Columbia University; W.D.

Clinic; Kurt H. Thoma, D.M.D., Harvard School of Dental Medicine; and Weston 


Ah. Price, D.D.S., Cleveland. 


"In no instance have we found evi- 
denee that tooth decay has served as 
a focus @ generalized infection or of 
toxicosis, in the absence of peri- 
apical infection."

"I know of no evidence by which 
this question could be answered 
either in the affirmative or nega- 


tively. However, on a_ priori 
grounds it would be my lief that 
tooth decay before the pulp is in- 
volved could cause no systemic re- 
action."

"As sound enamel and dentin are 
definitely impermeable to bacteria, 
there would be no bacterial invasion 
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or infection of the underlying 
tissue or blood stream, so long as 
the cavity had not progressed to the 
pulp or blood supply of the tooth. 
However, as a carious lesion fur- 
nishes an ideal medium and location 
for bacterial growth, it is possible 
for the soft tissues of the mouth to 
become infected, or if infected from 
other sources, maintain this infec- 
tion longer, due to the presence of 


bacteria harbored in a carious 
lesion.”

"I suppose that a dental cavity in 
itself, in the strict sense, is not 
infectious. On the other hand, it 
certainly may serve as a reservoir 
for the organisms usually associated 
with stomatitis of the Vincent's 
typee I believe it is more diffi- 
cult.to clear up such an infection 
if unfiiled dental cavities are pre- 
sent. In that respect a dental 
cavity is a potential source of 
danger. We have no evidence that the 
presence of dental cavities in teeth 
with uninfected pulps can be corre- 
lated with infection in other parts 
of the body, but we do have ample 
evidence that vital pulps are often 
dangerously infected and we do not 
know at what stage of cavitation or 
how early in the progress of cavita- 
tion the pulp may become infected. 

“Although I have not been able to 
answer your question either s or 
no, it is my impression that the 
presence of dental cavities in the 
mouth is not a healthy state."

"In reply to your letter of Octo- 
ber 27 in which you raise the ques- 
tion regarding the importance of 
caries as a source of infection, I 
would say that I do not know of any 
work which proves that tooth decay 
in itself serves as a source of in- 
fection which may be injurious to 
the body. However, indirectly it 


may be a source of infection, since 
it so frequently leads to devitalie 
zation of the pulp by artificial 
means and filling of the root 
canal."

"The question contained in your 
letter of October 15 is highly im 
vortant froma clinical point of 
view. 

"There is no doubt that physical 
channels exist allowing bacteria to 
penetrate to the pulp from deeply 
carious dentin. But we usually 
find that they no longer comtdin 
dental lymph but are completely 
filled with bacteria. These have no 
movement of their own but neverthe- 
less progress along the tubules to- 
wards the pulp as they increase in 
numberse I will not answer the 
question whether or not the force of 
mastication can force isolated bac- 
teria into the pulp. 

"Dr. Kurt Thoma may be able to 
give you further information. He 
has done some outstanding work in 
this field. I shall take the 
liberty of sending him a covy of 
your letter as well as my reply, and 
you will probably hear from him 
shortly.

"The first part of this question 
relates to infection from tooth de- 
cay being injurious to the body. 


The second part of the question re- ~ 


lates to poisons also going from the 
tooth decay to injure the body by 
going through the vital pulp. 
"Many experimerital workers have 
presented data revealing what the 
authors have interpreted as evidence 
that infected vital pulps have been 
the source of focal infections, I 
would refer specifically to the 
works of Rosenow, Hayden and Price. 
"Even assuming that poisons passed 
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through the vital pulp, it would be 
very difficult to distinguish be- 
tween systemic effects that are pro- 
duced by the poisons from those pro- 
duced by organisms. I refer you to 
Volume I of my two-volume work, 
Dental Infections, dealing with oral 
and systemic expressions, Chapter 
vil, "Relation of Caries to Pulp In- 
feetions." 

“From my extensive studies, as re- 
ported in this two-volume work in 
which I presented the experimental 
data in detail, I made the observa- 


tion on page 629 of Volume I, Caries — 


and Pulp Infection: *Teeth t 
moderate caries frequently and with 
deep earies generally have their 
pulps already infected.* 

“In Volume II, Dental Infections 
and the Degenerative Diseases, I 
presented clinicai data indicating 
systemic injury results from infec- 
tion from vital pulps with caries. 
The experimental material was ob- 
tained from humans and used in ani- 
mals and thus produced similar le- 
sions to those suffered by the 
patient. 

"You should have no trouble in lo- 
cating @ large literature revealing

"I should say that I agree with. 
Dr. Bodecker's reply, a copy of 
which he has sent me. 

"It is not easy to comment on a 
sentence taken out of a paragreph, 
and while poisoning by tooth decay 
I feel that 
food contained in cavities forms «a 
breeding place for all kinds. of 
bacteria. These are mixed during 
mastication with the food that we 
spend such a great effort on to 
prevent its contamination, 

"There is no evidence that tooth 
decay serves as a source of hemato- 
genous infection except that teeth 
with very deep saries often have a 


‘streptococcus pulpitis of the 


chronic type which gives no symp- 
toms, and which in turn may furnish 
bacteria to the circulation. The 
dentin is freauently infected way 
beyond clinical decay (see the il- 
lustration in my book, Oral Patho- 
logy, page 603)."

“The Oral Health Group,an informal 
group of dental health workers within 
the membership of the American Public 
Health Association, has for the last 
five years tried out the plan of get- 
ting this subject before the public 
health professions without the cre- 
ation of a formal section. It is now 
the considered judgment of the re- 
presentatives of the Oral Health 
Group that this informal scheme, 
which permits these persons to main- 
tain their membership or fellowship 
in the ten sections, is not satis- 
factory for the long-range purposes 
of those coneerned with dental 
health. 


"They, therefore, petition the 
Governing Council herewith to take 
steps for considering the establish- 
ment of a Section on Public Health 
Dentistry with the thought that the 
Executive Board might implement this 
action and that provisional plans for 
the new Section might be brought be- 
fore the Governing Council at the 
next annual meeting. 


"It is further recommended that 
the Program Committee for the next 
annual meeting be requested to ar- 
range meetings of a provisional Sec- 
tion as a means of verifying the 
support which such a new Section 
would have." 


The Governing Council voted to ap- 
prove a provisional Section on Pub- 
lic: Health Dentistry.

"Dr. JeM.e Wisan, Dental Health 
Director of New Jersey, was elected 
chairman. Dr. GA. Nevitt, Dental 
Officer, United States Public Health 
Service, District No. 1, was elected 
secretary. 


"It is the aim of this new organi- 
zation to make every effort to be- 
come a component society of the Am- 
erican Association of Public Health 
Dentists if it is permitted by the 
Association's constitution and by- 
laws and approved by the Executive 
Council. Dr. Wisan was delegated to 
petition the Executive Council, at 
their February meeting in Chicago, 
for membership for the new organiza- 
tion as a component society of the 
parent organization.

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PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE ACT OF 1943 


In the House of Representatives of the Congress of the United States 
there was introduced on January 6, 1943, a bill for the organization and 
functions of the United States Public Health Service. The bill in the House 
is known as H.R. 649 and its companion in the Senate as S. 400. The House 
bill was referred to the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce and the 
Senate bill to the Committee on Education and Labor. 


The editor has underlined certain words to call attention to the fact 
that, as the bill was presented, only medical officers will be permitted to 
head the bureaus or divisions. Other limitations may be noted which are of 
deep concern to the dental profession. It is hoped that the officers and 
proper committees of the American Dental Association will give their prompt 
attention to the bill, the provisions of which show evidence of subordination 
of the dental profession. 


In the House of Representatives 
January 6, 1943 


Mr. Bulwinkle introduced the following bill; which was referred. 


to the Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
A BILL 
For the organization and functions of the Public Health Service. 
1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
3 That hereafter the Public Health Service in the Federal 
Security Agency shall consist of the Office of the Surgeon 
General, the National Institute of Health, and two bureaus, 
to be known as the Bureau of Medical Services and the 
Bureau of State Services. The Surgeon General of the | 
Public Health Service, under the supervision and direction 
of the Federal Security Administrator, is hereby authorized 
and directed to assign to the Office of the Surgeon General, 


to the National Institute of Health, and to the two bureaus,

ice, and to establish within the Cffice of the Surgeon General, 
the National Institute of Health, and the two bureaus, re- 


spectively, such divisions, sections, and other units as may 


be required to perform their functions; and, under such super- 


vision and direction, he may abolish existing divisions, sec- 


tions, and other units, and, hereafter, may establish, transfer, 
and consolidate divisions, sections, pene other units and reas- 
sign their functions for the efficiency of the Service. 

Sec. 2. The Director of the National Institute of Health 
and the chiefs of esch of the bureaus, established by section 1 
of this Act, shall be commissioned medical officers detailed by 
the Surgeon General from the regular corps, and while so 
deteiled shall be Assistent Surgeons Gencral and shell have 
the same grade ‘and shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances as the Assistant to the Surgeon General. 

Scc. 3. Medical officers below the grade of medical 
director may be detailed by the Surgeon Gencral from’ the 


regular corps to serve as chiefs of divisions, and not more 


than six of such officers at one time while so detailed shell 
have the temporary grade and receive temporarily the  pey 
and allowances of a medical director. 

Sec. 4. In tim of war or national omergency deter- 


“mined by the President, any commissioned officer of the 


regular corps of the Public Health Service may be eappointed 
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to higher temporary grade with the pay and allowances 
thercof without vaceting his permancnt appointment, and 
hereafter reserve officers of the Public Health Service may 
bs distributed in the several grades without regard to the 
proportion which at any time obtains or has obtained among 
the commissioned medical cfficers of such Service. 


Sec. 5. The record of each commissicned officer of the 


regular corps initially appvointed above the grade of Assist- 
ant Surgeon, after the first three years of service in such 

grade, shall be reviewed under regulations approved by the 

President, and any such officer who is found to be unquali- 
fied for further service shell be severated from the Scrvice 

and paid six months' pay and allowances, 

Scce 6. In case of the absence or disability of the Sur- 
geon Gencral and the Assistant to the Surgeon General, or 
in the event of a vacancy in the office of both, the Assistant 
Surgeons Generel shell act as Surgeon General in the order 
of their designetion for such purpose by the Surgeon Gen-ral. 

Sece 7. Original appvointments in the commissioned 
corps of the Public Health Scrvicc may be made to a junior 
grade which shall correspond to that held by a second  lieu- 
tenant in the Medical Depsrtment of the Army and persons 


so appointed shall bc entitled to the samo pay and allow- 


ances as ae second lieutenant. in the Medical Department of 


the “Army. Aftcr not less than two years of service cach 
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such appointee may be examined under regulations pre- 
scribed by the President and upon such examination shall 
either be promoted to the grade of Assistant Surgeon or be 
separated from the service. 

Sec. 8. This Act may be cited as the “Public Health 
Servioe Act of 1943". For the purpose of any reorgani- 
zation under section 1 of this Act the Federal Security 
Administrator, with the approval of the Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget, is hereby authorized to make such 
transfer of funds between appropriations es may be necessary 


for the continuance of transferred functions.
